For some unknown reason this book was not submitted to us until after pub- 
lication, so we are giving you the benefit of an opinion from a bookseller, £. S, 
McCawley of Haverford and Ardmore, who writes: "MUTINY ON THE BOUNTY found a thrilled 
audience last year; SEA WITCH followed close on its heels; now comes THE BIRD OF 
DAWNING, I suggest that book buyers read Sea Fever over again and then pick up THE 
BIRD OF DAWNING, for here is Sea Fever in prose, sharp, stinging prose like the spray 
of a storm, Masefield, the poet, is here a seaman, telling a stark realistic story 
of the sea in real windjammer language. It seems to be factual in the same way 
MUTINY ON THE BOUNTY was factual, recording the voyage and wreck of the Clipper 
Blackgauntlet; the salvage by her survivors of The Bird of Dawning, abandoned in 
mid ocean by a fanatical skipper; and the race home of the China Tea Fleet.

Russia has in a brief span of time, advanced from an almost doctorless 
nation to a republic virtually policed for public health. Such are the findings of 
the author, who investigated the problems of health under the Soviet regime, through 
the auspices of the Milbank Memorial Fund administrators. He returns from a 9000 
mile survey with a favorable summing up of the benefits of state control of public 
health, and with a fairly comprehensive report of parks and clubs and recreational 
halls, on sanatoria, hospitals, the care of mothers and children, the treatment of 
diseases, etc. The findings are not wholly convincing, nor absorbingly interesting 
in presentation, but the book contains material not available elsewhere as yet, and 
is therefore another contribution to the Soviet picture, to be taken with a grain of

Greta Garbo is shortly to appear on the screen in the part of Christina, | 
which will widen the interest in this biography of that extraordinary woman. A tie- 
up with the showing of the film should be planned. A dramatic figure, she broke with 
traditions, and dared -— in the face of the conventions of 17th century Europe — to be 
herself. This is the story of her life. A disappointment to the parents who wanted 
a .son and heir, educated as if she had been a boy, mature and brilliant in her studies, 
crowned "King" of Sweden while still a child, Christina reigned only a short time. 

She refused to succumb to the demands of her ministers that she choose a husband, and 
preferred to abdicate in favor of her cousin, rather than deny her preference for 
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women rather than men, when it came to romantic attachments. The biographer has 
given the reader the facts, she has, possibly, overstressed Christina's masculinity 
and eccentricities, she has pricked, very thoroughly, the buvble of pretense about 
her "lovers" — but somehow Christina remains throughout a lay figure, and one gets 
almost no sense of the period in which she lived nor the background against which 
her strange life drama was played.

Cole, G D. H. ed. WHAT EVERYBODY WANTS TO KNOW ABOUT MONEY Knopf 
An essential book for the serious layman desiring fundamental information 
about international monetary problems, or for the man whose profession requires a 
thorough grounding in this field. A clear picture in broad outline. Cole writes an 
introduction covering broadly various phases of the question, "What is Money?" and 
giving-a running commentary on the monetary situations throughout Europe and the 
United States since 1929. Then nine English economists, Oxford graduates, explain 

in nine chapters the general operating theories and practices of the Central Banks 
and Commercial Banks and other financial institutions, in England, Germany, France 
and the U. S.; operations and fluctuations of foreign exchange; balance of trade and 
balance of payments; public issuance of English securities. The last half of the 

book is more theoretical, —- money and prices with theories of stabilization, quantity ' 
of money, general level of monetary incomes, and an examination of the theories of 

the monetary heretics (Douglas, Soddy, Gesell, Eisler); generalities with respect to 
national incomes and investments and national debts; the problem of socialization of 
banking and a final chapter tying up some loose ends. Parts of the book seem a bit 
confusing and something of a hodgepodge — as a whole it is excellent. $3.00
